Nearly a year ago, August 20, 1900, 
Miss May L. Fosburg was killed in 
her home.at Pittsfield. The story 
told at the time by the family was 

that robbers who had entered the 
house sandbagged the father and 
brothen who had been awakened, 
and shot Miss Fosburg as she came 
from her room into the hall of the 
upper story. The alleged robbers 
escaped, leaving, however, certain 
traces. The alarm was almost imme- 
diately given. The vicinity, and 
afterwards the country, were scoured 
by detectives instigated by the offer 
of rewards aggregating $4500. But 
nothing came of the search; at all 
events, no one was captured whore 
connection with the affair could be 
established. The Fosburgs were weal- 
thy and had wealthy relatives. Ap- 
parently all were active and eager 
to have the culprit found. Neverthe- 
less the mystery remained a mystery. 
On the 26th of January last, Robert 
S.Fosburg, brother of the slain girl, 
who, as was alleged, had been 
prostrated by the- robbers, was ar- 
rested upon an accusation of man- 
slaughter. He waived examination, 
and was given his freedom under a 
bond of $12,000, 

In-the tangible clues discovered 

the state must find its most import- 
ant evidence. These consist, so far 
as known, in a revolver, a shoe, a 
hat and some matches, alleged to 
have been left by the burglars; 4&4 
wooden combease attached to the 
bureau in the spare room, into which 
one of the bullets was fired, and the

The Toronto Telegram gives the 
following account of the big regatta 

The Canadian oarsmen who com 
peted- at the 29th annual regatta of 
the National Association of Amateur 
oarsmen gained greatness for Canada 
which has never been surpassed 
They landed three bhampionships, 
two being the most important of the 
regatta—the senior and intermediate 
eights. On previous occasions Can- 
adian oarsmen have carried off two 
events at the N.A.AJ., but at Phila- 
delphia they outdid any previous re- 
cord 

Anything more decisive than the 
victory of the Argonaut eight could 
not be wished for. Because the Win- 
nipegs also finished ahead of the 
Vesper crew, the so called world's 
champions. the Canadians at the 
regatta were particularly jubilant 

Lou Scholes won the intermediate 
singles in hollow fashion, and the 
Winnipegs would undoubtedly have 
carried off the banner in <he inter- 
mediate fours had it not been for 
breaking a stretcher after turning 
the buoy 

The conditions were ideal for row 
ing on Saturday There was iitile 
or no wind and the day was ; leasi.nt 
The course was not as fast as the 
day previous, the water o°) moving 
#0 fast down the river, owiag to the 
fact that the dam slides were higher 
than on Friday. 

The eight oared race was the last 
on the programme and three ¢i we 
Argonauts, Winnipgs and “" spers 
were not called to the line un*'l 
nearly 7 o'clock. The river bark for 
a mile and a half along the curtse 
was well covered with people With 
the e.ception of two pleasure 
boats ne other steamers wer r'ow 
ed to ply up and down the riscr 
The Argos were the first ciew to 
reach the starting polit. Every »en 
got in the boat vith the determin 
ation of winning They were a bit 
anxious but by no mDieans GHereers 

Even nervousness might have Loen 
expected in an eight composed cf 
four juniors and from seniors cepect- 


ally when pitted agaiit the crew 
that holds the title of work, * «rim 
pions, having won thst distinction 
at Paris last year but not at Henley 
The start was one of the preiticst 
ever seen st The crews bed all tect 
ed up to ide jime. the Argor. its in 
the centre, the Winnipegs on the 
west shore and ‘he Vespers on the 
east side of the river

ly uttered Wntil each crew had caucht 
the water, and the same instant his 
pistol rang out. ““They're off,”” shout 
ed the people om the river bank 
and those who had horses whipped 
them up, while bicyclists hastened 
down the splendid road on the river 
bank, following the crews the mile 
and a half to the finishing line 
There was the greatest excitement 


among the thousands of spectators. 
The Vesper crew is none too popular 
with the river men, and some hoped 
to see their colors lowered. The 
great majority, however, yelled for 
the Vespers, but all in vain. 

Vespers have the reputation of 
being the fastest starters of any eight 
rowing in America. They gained 
no afvantage on either of the Can- 
adian crews at the = rtart. 
despite their greatest efforts. There 
was the Argonauts, using their long 
sweep in beautiful style; the Ves- 
pers with their short stroke and_slow 
but fine recovery: and the Winni- 
pegs with a good catch and short 
finish. 

The Vespers rowed 42 strokes in 
the first minute, while the Argonauts 
in the long and heavy swing were 
getting in 39. The Winnipegs did 
89 for the first minute, and then 
dropped to 38. maintaining that 
stroke for the remainder of the race, 
except for a few strokes a quarter- 
mile from the finish. 

To those on the east bank it look- 
ed as if the Vespers had a lead in 
the firet quarter of a mile, but those 
on the official boat, which. followed 
the shells closely, declared the 
Argos were never behind the Phila- 
delphians, accounting for the differ- 
ence of opinion by the angle of the 
river. It was a hard race for the 
first quarter, but from the easiness 
of the Argonauts’ rowing it was evi- 
Gent early that they would be the 

ultimate winners. Nearing the 
trolley bridge, which marks half the 
course, the Winnipegs dropped back, 
and were (unfortunately forced to 
take the Argonauts’ wash. 

It was at this trolley bridge that 
the thousands gathered along at the 
finish to get a elimpse of the 
crews. The moment the first crew 
was discoverd under the centre arch 
of the-trolley bridge thousands rent 
the air with, “Here they come'” 
Quickly those with field glasses fo- 
cussed them on the boats, and there 
was a cry of “Argonauts are ahead!” 
The hearts of the Toronto delega- 
tion gave a jump and they cheered 
long and loud, Sure enough the light 
and dark blue of the Argos was to 
the fore. Vespers were second, with 
a half a length of clear water be- 
tween them and the Winnipeg boat 
The Toronto oarsmen had increased 
their lead from a length to a length 
and a half, by 10 good strokes which 
Coxswain Bastedo called for before 
reaching the trolley bridge. 

The Winnipegs ade their bid for 
the race after passing the bridge 
There was the greatest excitement 
when {t was seen that the Manito- 
bans’ red and blue jerseys were forg- 
ing to the front. Foot by foot they 
increased their lead on the Vespers, 
and a quarter of a mile from the 
finish they had the Vespers beaten. 
The eight in the Quaker City p-toat 
rowed gamely, but they were dead as 
far as the race was concerned, 

Once more the "Pegs spurted, this 
time in an endeavor to catch the 
Argos. It was useless, for the Ar- 
gonauts let out a link and finished 
an open length adhead of the other 
Canadian crew, The Vespers could 
not hold the Winnipegs and the 
Philadelphians were last. The Arro- 
nauts’ time was 7:49 while the Win- 
nipegs crossed the line in 7: 53% , and 
the. Vespers in 7°86% 

A mighty shout went up at the 
finish. The Argonauts._were_ well 
within themselves, and after crossing 
the line they gave three cheers for 
the Winnipegs and Vespers. The lat- 
ter two crews gave the “Argos” three 
times, and then the people along the 
banks took up the yell, The Winni- 
pegs were considerably fresher than 
the Vespers, who were tired out, 


All along the river to the Penn- 
sylvania Barge club, where the Ar- 
gonauts were guests, they were given 
the glad hand by the spectators. Thelr 
style was criticized of course, but it 
was admitted by everyone that they 
were by long adds the best crew. 

“We' could have rowed 10 seconds 
faster,” said Joe Wright to the Tele- 
gram reporter at the elub house, and 
every other member of the crew said 
the same thing. None of them were 
“out” by any means 

It is @ heartbreaking defeat for 
the Vespers. Even with two new 
men intheir boat they thought their 
chances excellent. 

The Philadelphia Times today voub- 
lished a story of the race to the 
effect that the race was won by @ 
fluke by the Argonauts. According to 
the story the Vésper boat struck a 
log at half way and after the finish 
the boat sank. This story was later 
denied by the Vesper officials and five 
of the crew, who said the only excuse 
they had to offer was that they were 
beaten by a better crew, 

Members of the Vesper club and the 
club men asked the Argonauts to 
give them another race. Captain 
Barker, called at the Vesper club- 
howse today and promised to give the 
Vespers a race in September if they 
would come to Toronto, This they 
agreed to de, so Torontonians will 
likely have an oportunity of seeing 
these two crack crews meet on Tor- 
onto water. 

Captain Barker was tickled to 
Meath at the result of the race and 
overwhelmed the crew with congrat 
ulations. Joe Wright, Don McKen 
zie, Harry Duggan, J. Cooper Mason 

Reg’ Parmenter, “Pud" Kent, “Jim” 
McKenzie and Charlie Goldman were 
radiant with joy, and left the club 
for the hotel singing their club 
songs To say anything of any 
member of the crew individually 
would not be quite right Every 
man acquitted himself as a regular 
oarsman Each was in condition for 
the greatest struggle of his life, and 
while it was the most important race 
the crew ever won, it was not rowed 
pearly as fast as the trials the Argos 
made before leaving Toronto. fer 
Philadelphia 

A few hours after the race had 
been rowed, congratulatory telegrams 
began to come in, and they con- 
tinued until the crew left Philadel 
phia for home These wires came 
from a tests of Canada, a whole 
grist being fom the city of Toronto 

Teo much eredit cannot be given to 
Captain Barker For weeks he had

worked bard to get the crew In pers 


and it was a great satisfaction for 
him to. see them win so handily and 
be in such prime condition at the 
finish of the struggle. . 

A happier man than John. F. 
Scholes cannot be found in Philadel- 
phia today. He was tickled when 
John; jr, won the amateur boxing 
championship of the world, but more 
#@o when his younger son croseed the 
line such an easy winner in the In- 
termediate singles yesterday. Lou 
wore the colors of the Dons and made 
a perfect show of his field. No single 
sculler on the Schuylkill river, out- 
side of Edward Hanian Ten Byck 
showed the form of the Toronto boy. 
Scholes had no diMiculty in winning 
his heat, and so well did the experts 
think of him that two to one was 
offered on the first heat that he 
would defeat the field There were 
no takers of the short end of the 
bet He won by half a dozen 
jJengths, it being a mere work out. 

In the final Scholes had to m 
A. ©, McCluskey, of the Philadeiphbia 
Rarge club; James Miller, of the 
Allegany, Pa.-<lub, and John Moran, 
of the same club. McCluskey was 
the only man of the bunch who 
near the husky Toronto boy. e 
was a length or fwe to the good at 
the turn, and loafed on‘the way back 
until the last quarter McCluskey 
was hanging on to Scholes. Suddenly 
when a cheer from the Toronto con- 
tingent was heard by Scholes he Tet 
out and in a dozen strokes was three 
lengths to the good. He stayed 
there to the finish, pulling up in 
10.15 1-2, Scholes was apptauted 
loudly by the spectators His style 
of rowmg pleased the best judges. 
Plenty believed that he could also 
fave won the Association singles, 
but he decided to not enter after he 
had secured the consent of two of 
the competitors. 

The defeat of the Canadian single 
sculiers—Charie Johnston, of Winni- 
peg, and Len Marsh, of the Dons, was 
a severe blow to the Canadians pre- 
sent. Cc. 8. Titus, of the Union 
Boat club, New York, landed the 
banner and medal Titus had been 
well beaten on Friday by Charlie 
Johnstone, and after the race was 
disqualified, it being claimed he 
turned short of the buoy. J. B. 
Juvenal, the Vesper man, was given 
the place. Titus made objection to 
his disqualification, and, after satis- 
fying the judges that he did not turn 
short, was allowed to start. This 
was a beautiful race. Marsh, John- 
stone, Bond and Titus were well to- 
gether up to the turp. There the 
Winnipeg man failed to get around 
well Marsh was first to start for 
home. He was leading by three’ 
lengths ai the head of the Island, 
about a quarter of a mile from the 
finish. But Titus was rowing well, 
In the last hundred yards he got even 
with Marsh No matter how hard 
the Don man rowed he could not keep 
ahead of ‘Titus, who won by half a 
length. Charlie Johnstone was third, 
several lengths behind The time 
was 946 for the winner. Marsh 
crossed tro seconds later, 

But for an accident the intermedi- 
ate four oared shells would have 
come tO Canada. The Winnipegs 
were entered In the event with the 
Clifton, Harlem and Passaic crews 
On the way up to the turn the Win- 
hipegs were rowing very easy, being 
in front along with the Passaics. 
Close to the turn the Canadians 
epurted and turned the buoy first 
It was at this point that they in 
tended to win the race. They hit up 
& fast stroke and were drawing 
sway, when all at once the boat 
seemed to turn towards the shore. It 
was evident that something was 
wrong, far the shell went right up 
on the shaHow water of the shore 
The Manitobans quit rowing, While 
the other fours sjl passed them. It 
was found when tlie-Winnipegs rowed 
down that one of the trew ‘had brok- 
en a stretched and could net pul! with 
the rest of the crew. Certainly it 
was unfortunate, but nothing could 
be done. When the Winnipegs were 
q@ut of it the Cliftons went to work 
again. The Harlems were rowing 
very well, but fouled the Cliftons, 
and were therefore out of the race 
Passaice won nicely, and Cliftons 
were given second on account of the 
foul. The time was 9.19,
